Links of Trazabie, inWeftra, have been 
found Graves in the Sand, in one of 
which was feena Man lying with his

as the other was of the Romans. Be; 
fides in many places of the Country 
are found. little Hillocks, which may 
be fuppofed to be the Sepulchres of the 
ancient Pights.

his head in a large veflel wherein they 
ufed to make Urine, where he was 
choked and found dead. ) 
~ Strange are'the effets that. are here 
fometimes produc’d by Thunder and 
‘Lightning, for by it, Ano. 1670 the 
‘Steeple of the Cathedral Church at 
Kérkwal was burned, and fometimes it 
will feize on low Cottages. In the

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year 1680 the Lightning entet’d a Gen=

HE only remarkable Town. in 

all this Country is Kyrkwall, an 
ancient Burrough long poflefled by the 
Norwegians, by whom it was called 
Cracoviaca, built upon a pleafant Oyfe 
or Inlet of the Sea, near-the middle 
of the Mainland; narrow ftreeted, 
and about a mile in length, having a 
very fafe Harbour and road for Ships. 
Here is the Seat of Juftice, the Steward, 
Sheriff, Commiflary, all of them keep-' 
ing their feveral Courts in this place. 
Almoft all the Houfes in this Town are 
Slaited, but the moft remarkable s

fices inv it are’ the Cathedral Church and: 
the Bifhops Palace. As for the Kings Ca-' 
file’ it’ is new ‘demolifhed, but, bys the
